The outbreak of contagious pleuro-pneu- 
monia among the cattle of Putnam County.

Massachusetts is the last of thirteen 
States whése Democracy, in convention as- 
sembled, have identified themselves more 
or less emphatically with the recent record 
of the party in the South and with the acts 
of the party in the extra session.

IMPROVING THE UTES, 


There is never any glory achieved in an 
Indian war. In the end the red-skinned 
combatants are defeated, and if they, like 
defeated white men, “ accept the situation,” 
they do not chant pmwans of triumph over 
their foes. For obvious reasons, they send 
no Brigadiers to Congress after the fight is 
over. It is an ignoble- contest at best. 
Brave officers from the Military Academy 
lead their troops against a@ savage foo, 
Nevertheless, the besieged band of, soldiers 
which has just been relieved by Gen. 
Merritt kept up a brave and determined 
defense; and he “must bé dull whois not 
moved by sympathy when he reads the un- 
affected story of the battle andthe si 
detailed in dispatches from Capt.. refs > 
“command. The attack on the expedition, 
in which Major THornscres was killed, 
was made on Sept. 29. Relief came on 
Oct. 5,and during the time which inter- 
vened, the survivors of the company. were 
penned into a narrow gorge, their 
camp open to cross-fires from  perpen- 
dicular cliffs opposite, and only five or 
six hundred yards distant. Here the men 
intrenched themselves, seeing nothing be- 
fore them but a siege which must last until 
relief came. In the meantime, a company 
of soldiers from Bear River, under the com- 
mand of Capt. Dopez, had reinforced the 
besieged party. But this did not give the 
camp sufficient strength to warrant an at- 
tempt to withdraw. When Gen. Merrit? 
finally came up, the siege was raised. He 
must have come upon the Indians on their 
flank, and he killed thirty-seven of them in 
his attack. 

The defiant attitude of the Utes was 
maintained to the last. Seeing inevitable 
defeat and capture before them, they of- 
fered to surrender their fighting material 
on condition that ‘Gen. Mzrgir?’s column 
should not go on to the agency. .This was 
interpreted as being an effort to delay as 
long a8 possible. the discovery of 
the. havoc wrought at the agency by 
the Indians, It had already been 
conceded that there was no chance that 
the lives of the white people had been 
spared. But, whatever may have been the. 
motive of the Ute chiefs in making such a

The name of the tribe will be speedily 
forgotten, and nobody will notice when the 
lastofthe race diessomewhere in captivity or 
exile. Perhaps this is destiny, as hurried on

THE NEW GHOST BOOM. 


The ‘* materialization” of spirits has of 
late gone rather out of fashion. There was 
a time when every medium of any preten- 
sions had his or her cabinet, out of which 
ghosts were accustomed to issue in quanti- 
tiesto suit the demand and of every imag- 
inable' quality. Large as was the volume 
of ghosts thus put in: circulation, their 
value was not impaired by over-inflation. 
The réason why they fell into disrepute 
was the fact that whenever a ghost was 
seized by a wicked skeptic, it was found to 
be a medium disguised in trousers or petti- 
coats. This heartless experiment was tried 
dozens of timés and always with the same 
result. The public, therefore, not unrea- 
sonably, decided that the materialization 
‘of spirits was a fraudulent practice, and 
refused. to take any further interest in it. 
Mediums were compelled to shut up their 
cabinets and-to restrict their spiritual 
shows to table-rapping and slate-writing 

ormances, and ghosts have become as 
as they were in the days before Spirit- 
ualism was invented. 

Within the last few months there have 
been several isolated attempts to revive an 
interest in’ materialized spirits; and Mr. 
Hazagb, a respectable and ingenious Rhode 
‘Island person, has undertaken to start what 
our Western friends might call + new ghost 
boom. He admits. that whenever a mate- 
rialized ghost has been seized it has been 
found to be the medium; but he has an ex- 
planation which recouciles this fact with 
the theory of the medium’s honesty. Mr. 
Hazarp, in a long letter to a Providence 
newspaper, asserts that when a spirit is 
materialized, its apparent body is formed 
out of the body of the medium, who re- 
mains in a trance state inside of the cab- 
inet. ‘In the case of the materializa- 
tion of a heavy ghost, the quantity of 
body taken from the, medium by the spirit 
is so great that the medium’s weight is 
often reduced to thirty or forty pounds. 
Now, itis evident that, if the materislized 
spirit is captured by wicked men, and can- 
not return its borrowed body to the medium, 
the latter must die of want of flesh and 
blood. Fortunately, however, the me- 
dium is always attended by two guar- 
dian spirits - detailed by the Captain 
of the nearest spiritual precinct whose busi- 
ness it is to see that he or she receives no 
harm. When a materialized spirit is seized, 
the guardian spirits instantaneously rush 
into the cabinet, pick up the residue of the 
medium, and uhite it to the part of the 
body which the materialized spirit is using. 
This is done far more quickly than eleesrici- 
ty can move, and is, of course, imperceptible 
to the human eye. The result is that the 
wicked person who seizes a real material- 
ized spirit‘ finds that the medium is in his 
grasp, and, as he does not understand the 
sudden transfer which has been made by 
the guardian angels, he naturally doubts 
the medium’s good faith. This explanation 
is 80 simple and satisfactory that we may 
expect to see & great revival in the ghost
